THE WORKING OF THE KAIPING MINES, 

The Shanghai Sin Pao, besides giving 
the general rules of tho Kaiping Mining 
Company, publishes a humbor of’ special 
regulations framed to enaure freedom from 
‘accldents,- The following are their - prin- 
olpal provisions : proper. ventilation of every 
part of the mine; inspection for gas; 
fenoing disused pits ; division of mine into 
nections, with men in oharge ; men to leave 
in case of danger ; when there is danger of 
gas, locked satety-lamps to be used, and no 
matches of flinta allowed-; regulations :for 
the use of gunpowder employed in blosting; 
provisions for drainage | signals to be used, 
and sidings provided, to prevent ovldaions; 
the sidings provided, to be kept cloar for 
immediate use; ebufts and pumping, or 
ventitation holes to be fenced or guarded ; 
brickwork to be used in-the shaft, where 
necossary; Passages not to be traversed if 
uneufe, their roofs and walls to be kept in 
Tepair ; algnals to be used in shaft when 
one hundred and fifty feet deep ; cages for 
asce ding and descending to be provided 
with c vera, and with double chains, and 
if worked by machinery, means to be taken 
to prevent the rope from slipping ; means 
to be adupted of letting the engine-driver 
know the whereabsuts of the cage when 
ascendiug or descending; all dangerous 
maobinery to be covered #0 68 to prevent 
the workmen froni getting entangled in it ; 
steam boilers to be provided with indicators 
and dafoty valves ; barometers and thermo- 
‘meters to be placed in the sbaft when there 
are indications of much gaa in the mine; 
roofing and supports’and the cage-chain to 
be repaired immediately they require it.; 
planks and beams always to be kept ready 
for use ; engine-room, machinery, etc, to 
be inspected daily, and the shaft, cage. 
obain, eto, weekly, aud result of inspec- 
tion entered in a book ; no women or girls, 
nor boys uuder thirteen years, to be em- 
Ployed, boyz under eighteen to be under 
special rules; all persons employed tn 
connection with the miachinery to be twenty 
years old; only twenty workmen to be 
allowed at one time in mines with only one 
shaft; each mine to be in charge of a 
superintendent, who must have a certificate 
of competency, .- :

Ame- 
ricans should remember that Oalifornia was 
a wilderness whon ‘Chiness immigration 
commenced, a: d that before many years, if 
the Chinese are excluded, it may revert to 
ita old state, The Chinese did not go to 
Amorica without proper authorization. 
Their doing so waa sanctioned By a treaty 
which had been ‘solemnly ratified. It was 
agreed that. Amoricans’ coming to China 
were to be taken special care of, and Chi- 
nese were to live in America like Ameri. 

cana, If thé Americana exclude the’ Ohi- 
necé ax injurious, the Chinese may find tHat’ 
rit is no advantage to them to have Ameri- 
cana in China, and so follow the example 
given by the ‘mericane, In such’a case 
incalculable troubles would probably ariso. 
The ‘Americans cuuld not appeal to their 
treaty, If they appealed to arms,. they 
could not be certain of viotory when the 
right 1s so manifestly on the other side. 
“Eyon supposing that the Ohinese Govern- 
ment was generous enough to forego its 
rights, still {t might very well be‘unable to 
}restrain the popular indignation, - ¢gain, 
China has gone on for thousands éf years 
without foreign intercourse and without 
emigration, and has fared well encugh all 
tho time, It will be no great injury to her 
if her people do abstain from going to the 
ends of the earth; and probably other 
nations would cocsider the loss of their 
China trade a very much more serious 
matter. What has been said above with 
reference to Amorica applies to other nations 
aa well, for it seems that st Sydney and 
Newcastle, in Now South Wales, there is a 
talk of imitating- what is being done in 
Oalifornis, If foreign nations disregard 
what Ja right for the eake of what they 
think their immediate interest, they. run 
the rk of becoming @ laughing-stook and a 
by-word for future generations.

The Sin Pao-of Hongkong publishes ‘an 
article on Chung-b.w’s mission to Russia 
for the purpose of obtaioing the rendition 
of li, Ui isthe most important part cf 
the most important frontier region of ¢ hina. 
[t is fertile, wellpopulated, and fonrishing, ‘ 
commerciilly as Wollas in agriculture, At 
the time of the Mohammedan revelt in 
Turkestan, China was occupied with the 
Yaiping Rebellion in the very beart of the 
Empire, and so unable to turn her attea- 
tion to tho Mohammedans, Ruasia took 
advant- ge of this state cf things ; and on 
the strength of a treaty made with the 
Governor of Li, permitting Russians to 
trade there, she drove out the rebels .and 
ocoupied the country, nominally for the 
sake of protecting her trade. It was not 
that China ne; lected Ili, or gave it up for 
lost, but she thought her beat ‘course. was 
thoroughly tocrush all internal rebellion, 
before attending to the countriés on the 
frontier, As soon as the rebels in. Yunnan 
and in Shensi were destroyed, Kin Shun’s 
army marched wes'ward, and immediately 
sfter the capture of Hami and Urumisi, 
would have over-rnn and re-taken Ili, bad 
it still been held by the Mohammedana ; but 
ag it was in the hands of the Russians, he. 
desisted from attacking-it. Not that the 
Russians had any right to hold it; but, as 
they wore a treaty Power on friendly. terms 
with China, ho had no right to take upon 
himself to wage war against them. It is 
said that the Russians occupied Ili in fur- 
therance of their schemes of univeras] con- 
quest and national aggrandizement, and 
that their demand for eighty million tacts 
as aransom, and their saying that: their 
original promise was hastily msde ond 
could not be kept, have made their inten- 
tions known to the world. If this ia true, 
they aro not likely to be willing to change 
their purpose because China sends them an 
Ambassador, Still Ili is universally ack- 
wowledged to be 6 Chinese possession, and 
the Russians have no right to retain it on 
the strength of hbaviug driven out the 
rebels. If it be said that the Russians have 
incurred great expense by thelr occupation
